The Chalr appointed Messrs, Kersey (U.) and
Dufly (0.) as I.eﬁgu to conduet the election,

Tpe Chalr announced tbat Mr, Btokley had
recelved 16 volesand Mr. Klog 0 voles, Mr.
Blokley having received a msjority of the volas
oast, was declared elecled The oath of office
was ndministered by Mr, King,after which Lhe
President wae conduoled w0 his seat, Mg,
Siokley returned his thanks for Lthe honot pon-
ferred in the following words;—

On aotion the Chamher proceeded to the

The tellers reported tiat Benjamin H,. Halnas
#nd Robert Betbell had cach received fifteen
woles and Obnarles MoAlllster and J. J. Barr
each nlue voles.

Messrs, Halnes and Bothe'l having recelved a
majority of the voles cast, were declared
elev'ed, and the onth of ofice was admistered
%0 Lthem.

The Chamber proceeded to tha pomination
and elsction of a Mess nger. Mortimer L.
Johpson and Edward P, Dunn were nom inated
The clcrgs repurted that Mr, Johinson bod res
oceived 16 votes and Mr. Duoun 10 voltes. The
oa'h of oMee was adimluisiered Lo Mr, Johuson,

A commitlee from Common Counnell was an-
mounced, and informed the Chamber Lhat that
body bad organized aud was ready for businesss,

On motion of Mr, Frane'scos » romwmliites of
two was appointed to lniorm Common Counell
that Select Council had complated their organ-
ization. The Chalr appolnted Messrs. Franois-
ous and King.

A resolution was adopted to appolnt a com-
mitiee of three to walt upon the Mayor and
inform him that Counclis were prepared for
business, The Chalr appointed Messrs. Burlow,
Bmith, and Myers.

On motlon the special committee appolnted

He found 48 caveat books
chareed ay mere than $40 apiece, when there
coulin't be ten tound in the office, and they not
‘worth balf tbhe price charged, Ho also dis-
covercd that the Patent Office wae paying $40
per thousand for patent cards worth about $5,
sud $22 tor card tags worth about $3; and that
150,000 tiad been paid for, of which only 60,000
could be accounted for as having been recaivad,
Brown manifia envelopes, the comaitige found,
were costing $48 per thouesand, which, with
priutiog added, probably cost $1 a thousand:
and while 140.000 were paid for, the Pateut
Office reported only $40,000 a8 having beeu re-
ceived., They fovnd also one hundred and forty
dollars 4 thousand were paid for patent heads
which are now costing but twenty-five dollars
per thonrand, There were fwenty eight thou-
sund charged and paid for, but not halfl the
unumber were accounted for as used. Notwith-
standing all these abuses, Secretary Brownlng's
commisrion cleured the eontractors of acy
frauds or liregularities, and erdercd that they
be pald an fadditional $24,000 for goods never
ordered.

A mindliog clas, eom-
prising asostly swall bul indepenvent iarmers of
compatatively little elucation, but of kindly
beart sud sterling integrity, O#mog few or no
elnves, they had little juterest in common with
their more aristoeratic ve ehbors, aud 1ormed
in times of Bebellioo, us 1 04, the main Union
elewent of the Stute,  Thied, Toe great mass
of ignorant, degraded inhabitants kKuown m
common parlaice as *“*poor wbite trash.)”
From thut scemivg trait of lbuman ua-
ture cupendered by iguorsonce apd deera-
dation of Thating and despising  those
deemed of a still lower gride, this ciass as &
general tuing manifested u bizoted aud brutal
hatred for the blacks. This feenne of cas e,
ineidiously worked upon by tha politicai leaders
throueh ineendiary appeals (o their most bitter
prejudices, culminated 1n an futense aod vindic-
tive feehing of revenee and batred towards any-
thivg and everything savoring of aswchitionism,
8 pluciug the bhated and despsel blacks on 4
level with themselves.
